Dr. M. Kadushin Outlines 
Value Concepts at Hillel

Three types of concept employed 
by man in his relationship to the 
world were defined by Dr. Max 
Kadushin in his talk on "Jewish 
Religion as a Philosophy for the 
Individual" at Hillel House before 
some fifty members yesterday. 

These concepts arc, firstly, the 
defined concept, importance in the 
study .of the sciences, where it is 
the definition and not the words, 
that counts. Secondly, there is the 
cognitive concept, a result of sen- 
sory experiences; for example, 
words defining objects. Thirdly, and 
in Dr. Kadushin's opinion, "the 
most important concept," the value 
concept. It is this value concept, 
usually unrecognized, that gives 
life it's meaning. 

Judaism, stated Dr. Kadushin, is 
rich in these concepts, and there- 
fore would be a good basis for mod- 
ern philosophy. 

Difficult to translate from the 
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original Hebrew, these value con- 
cepts, which developed as part of 
their vocabulary, were familiar to 
ignorant and scholarly alike. "The 
value concept is the essence of hu- 
man personality— the means of ex- 
pression; it gives a situation its 
significance. The value concept 
forms the drives of humanity and 
is expressed differently by differ- 
ent groups according to environ- 
ment." 

In closing. Dr. Kadushin said 
that "nothing is as pliable and as 
zestful as the human spirit and 
that it is the modern generation's 
privilege and duty to know and 
apply the value concept." 

In an interview after his speech, 
Dr. Kadushin remarked that the 
student body of the Hillel Founda- 
tion at McGill University is one of 
the strongest he has seen and is 
comparable to any In North Amer- 
ica.

The Combined Charities Drive 
has been extended until the end of 
this week.

Rhodes Scholar Benefits 
Are Shown By Past Cases 



Posters currently displayed on 
various bulletin boards around the 
campus slate that the most im- 
portant requirement for a Rhodes 
Scholarship is ". . . some definite 
quality of distinction, whether in 
intellect, character or personality, 
orin any combination of these . . ." 
Judging from the positions now held 
by just a few Rhodes Scholars of 
the past, it seems evident that this 
qualification is beneficial to a man 
not only when he studies under a 
Rhodes Scholarship, but when he 
returns to Canada to make himself 
a living. 

Among the men who have re- 
turned to Canada to make a name 
for themselves after study at Ox- 
ford is Dr. Wilder Penfield, Direc- 
tor of the Montreal Neurological 
Institute and Professor of Neurol- 
ogy and Neuro-Surgery at McGill. 
Dr. Pennfield attended Oxford in 
1914. and is reputed to be one of 
the outstanding brain specialists of 
the world. 

Ottawa Position 

Mr. A. D. P. Hceney, who at- 
tended St. John's College, Oxford, 
in the 1920's, came back to Canada 
to study law; since then he has 
attained the position of Secretary 
of the Privy Council in Ottawa.

Rhodes Scholarships, and whose 
names will be familiar to McGill 
students arc Professor H. E. Hoff, 
who became a Professor of Physiol- 
ogy here, Professor C. A. Winkler 
of the Chemistry Department, and 
Mr. J. H. MacLennan, the author.^ 

Mr. J. S. Hodgson, Regional Sup- 
ervisor of the Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation of Montreal, 
has recently taken over the posi- 
tion of Secretary to the Selection 
Committee on Rhodes Scholarships 
for Quebec province. Mr. Hodgson 
went to England on a Rhodes 
Scholarship In 1037; in an inter- 
view with the McGill Dally he ex- 
pressed his desire to see more 
students from Quebec apply for 
Scholarship. He said that the av- 
erage number of applicants is 30 
or 40, and that a greater number 
would mean a wider choice for 
the committee — which would give 
it a greater chance of selecting the 
most capable men. He was not in 
a position to give any information 
on possible candidates from McGill 
for 1948.

Minister 

Advises 

St. Laurent Slates 
Views at Liberal 
Club Meeting 

Rt. Hon. Louis St. Laurent. Minis- 
ter of External Affairs, yesterday 
declared that security for Canada 
could come only through the de- 
velopment of a firm world peace 
structure. Amplifying this point he 
stated that neither by her own 
efforts nor by the formation of 
power alliances could Canada guard 
her security, thus In the success of 
tho United Nations lies Canada's 
hopes for peace. Quoting his col- 
league Rt. Hon. J. L. Ilsley in this 
regard, he said that Canada had no 
alternative but to support the 
United Nations with all her might. 
Mr. St. Laurent was speaking be- 
fore an open meeting in the Union 
Ballroom sponsored by the McGill 
Liberal Club. 

The Cabinet Minister deplored the 
ideological gulf that separated East 
and West and said that some time 
must elapse before it could be dim- 
inished. He stated that the U.S.S.R. 
looked forward to the collapse of 
the economic structure of Western 
Europe but he felt that help on a 
large scale would restore those war- 
shnttcred countries. 

Warning that another war means 
the' destruction of all, he called for 
patience in dealing with the coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe and said 
that we must try to make each sys- 
tem realize that it is not necessary 
to eliminate the other system in the 
world. When speaking of atomic 
energy he said that no discovery-has 
not ultimately turned out for the 
benefit of man. 

Replying to the bilingual intro- 
duction of Marcel Joyal, president 
of the McGill Liberal Club. Mr. St. 
Laurent spoke In English and 
French of the ideal of national unity 
for which the Liberal Party had 
always fought. 

He praised the leaders of Cana- 
dian unity and mentioned Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, citing the Influences 
that had made him the type of 
Canadian he was. the French clas- 
sical training at a Catholic college 
and then his student years at Mc- 
Gill. 

A question period followed the 
main address with students from 
the floor requesting Information 
on several aspects of Canadian for- 
eign and domestic policy. Asked 
why the government had not em- 
barked upon a scheme of subsidized 
housing Mr. St. Laurent replied that 
renting houses at less than their 
economic value would lead to bu- 
reaucratic favouritism on political 
or other grounds and that he was 
strongly opposed to such a scheme. 
The speaker was thanked by Ted 
Hugessen.

Ann Ryan, and Mary 
Stevens will be introduced by one 
of their supporters, and each is 
to make a short speech on the 
plans they intend to carry out if 
elected to office on Thursday, 
October 30. 

The executive has expressed the 
hope that as many as possible of 
the electorate attend today's meet- 
ing, to enable them to use their 
vote as intelligently as possible. 
Attending the first hour of the 
meeting, it has been pointed out, 
will not interfere with the regular 
Tuesday Choral Society practice.

NFCUS Committee 
Oppose Rise in Fees

A resolution opposing the recent 
rise in tuition fees was passed by 
the NFCUS Committee at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, and stated they 
felt that increased operating costs 
should be covered by increased 
provincial grants, it was announced 
last night. 

The resolution read: "Whereas: 
an increase in tuition fees tends 
to make wealth a qualification for 
university education and whereas: 
we support the principle that no 
person shall be barred from higher 
education for financial reasons, 
thereby be it resolved that this 
committee opposes the recent rise 
in fees and feels that all increased 
operating costs of the university 
should be offset by further in- 
creases in the provincial grants." 

Support for the motion was based 
on the reasoning that as an or- 
ganization representing students, 
the committee should take a stand 
on the fees question as it is a vital 
problem affecting students. 

The resolution will be presented 
to the SAC for ratification with a 
view to presenting it to the national 
conference of NFCUS at Christmas.

While the Nazis were pushing 
their purity of race theories the 
father of a McGill teacher was com- 
piling counter evidence in the form 
of race statistics and studies. 
• McGill's staff teacher of the Con- 
servatory of Music, Helmut Blume, 
has been touring Europe during the 
summer months, playing contem- 
porary Canadian music. While in 
Berlin, Mr. Blume staled that he 
met his father, who has just fin- 
ished writing a book called "Race 
or Humanity," which refutes the 
Nazi thesis of "race purity." The 
father fared badly under the Nazis 
because he was not a "blood" Ger- 
man. Mr. Blume wrote that his 
mother had died during the war in 
Berlin. 

Helmut Blume toured over a 
large portion of Europe giving 
piano recitals in eight different 
European countries. His program 
included pieces by the noted Mont- 
real composers,, Alexander Brott 
and Violet Archer, and by the Tor- 
onto composers, John Weinzwelg 
and Barbara re: Irnd. He also in- 
cluded some arrangements of 
French-Canadian folksongs by the 
Montreal composer, Alfred Lali- 
hberte. ^ 



Mr. Blume noted that everywhere 
In Europe he found that people 
were considerably interested In 
Canadian music, art, and literature. 
Europeans are speaking highly of 
Canada as a potentially great cul- 
tural centre of the future. This 
European attitude toward Can- 
adian culture facilitated his work 
wherever he went

If you as a vet 
find that your savings have disappeared In the ef- 
fort to keep up with rising prices, that three-quar- 
ters of your monthly allowance goes In rent, and 
you need another three-quarters for food, and you 
can't see how you're going to be able to complete 
your course, and if you thereupon approach Frank 
Common with this matter, and Frank Common says 
Sorry, chum. I 've just spoken to the Prime Minis- 
ter and he'll be annoyed if you insist on raising this 
question! You'll just have to grin and bear it. What 
else is there to do but to apologize for taking up his 
and the Prime Minister's time, and go quietly home? 

In other words, Frank Common, and the execu- 
tive of the MeGill Student Veterans Society are 
not Interested In the needs and problems of student 
veterans. Considering all the discussions, arguments, 
news items, etc. 'about the alarming Increase in

prices, inflation, the terrific shortage of housing, the 
rise in rents, the imminent depression, etc., the 
number of veterans dropping out of school, etc. It Is 
absurd for Frank Common to say that since all vet- 
erans who have approached him for assistance in 
the matter of housing have been housed— therefore 
there is no housing problem. 

Stated generally, this becomes— since no one ap- 
proached me in regard to problems they have— no 
one has any problems! 

I submit that Frank Common and the present 
executive of the M.S.V.S. employ this approach de- 
liberately to prevent concerted action on the part of 
the veterans themselves. His record substantiates this 
charge. 

In the National Conference last Christmas, when 
questions of housing, bonuses, etc.. arose, Frank 
Common had nothing to say during the whole of 
this conference-a splendid contribution! These 
tactics are to deal with any of these problems on a 
personal basis-a charity basis— with a deliberate 
attempt to prevent a realistic and logical overall 
solution. 

It'» time we had an executive of the M.S.V.S. 
that was interested in veterans.

I was one of many students, from 40 different 
universities of this continent, who attended the MRA 
training centre at Mackinac Island, Michigan, this 
past summer. Labour-leaders, businessmen, house- 
wives, workers, teenagers, and statesmen, were there 
as well. We learned the basic battle which democracy 
faces in the war of ideas, and how to fight for it. 
We heard how others had fought it— men from all 
walks of Jife described in atory after documented 
story how the idea of Moral Re-Armament had 
worked In home, factory, and nation. 

Here, for example, is how MRA's program works 
in England's critical coal Industry. Harold Lockett, 
President, and Arthur Baddelcy, secretary, of the 
Nationsl Union of Mineworkers of North Stafford- 
shire, stated. 'The Moral Re-Armament play The 
Forgotten Factor', tried and tested in North Stafford- 
shire, has produced a stabilizing effect and developed 
sound leadership throughout the area. Not one 
serious stoppage has occurred since the introduction 
of the five-day week.

Output hat been steadily 
maintained." 

One pit reports, as a consequence of MRA's work, 
production up 60 per cent. Another passed tht pro- 
duction target so often that tht workers asked that 
the target be raised. So effective Is this pjay that It 
was attacked by the London "Dally Worker" as a 
"powerful play with a vicious Ideology." 

It is my considered belief that this program Is the 
dynamic that will give democracy the victory in 
the war of ideas. Whatever each Individual's decision 
may be. he should certainly keep informed of the 
effective work being done by MRA throughout 
the world.

ROGUES AND VAGABONDS 

I have often heard people remark 
after meeting a certain type of indi- 
vidual that: He looks like an actor. 
On being informed that so-and-so 
is an actor others may reply that: 
He certainly sounds like one. While 
I have had no acquaintance with 
actors at the height of their powers 
and popularity, my observation of 
those apparently on the way up or 
manifestly on the way down con- 
vinces me that there exists an 
"actor" type distinctly different 
from the common run of humanity 
which it is his business to portray. 

Some of the characteristics of this 
species are: a certain flamboyancy 
of gesture and gait, a nicencss in 
personal appearance, particularly 
as regards dress, an air of listening 
to his own voice while speaking. 
These and other traits when exag- 
gerated give rise to the occasional 
morbid type: the exhibitionist, the 
alcoholic, the nomad, though I do 
not mean to imply that all or nearly 
all actors may be so described. 

Undeniably, though, the type ex- 
ists and has existed for some time. 
Take, for instance, Goldsmith's 
description of David Garrick: 
... a dupe to his art; 

Like an ill-judging beauty his 
colours he spread. 

And beplastcred with rouge his 
own natural red. 

On the stage he was natural, 
simple, affecting, 

'Twas only that when he was 
off he was acting.

The Mask and the Ego 

An obvious explanation for some 
of this is not hard to find: The 
very nature of the stage tends to 
make it a hard place indeed for 
one whose emotions and sensibili- 
ties are inward rather than out- 
ward, though some of our most 
thoughtful, serious performers arc 
of this sort. Also, when a man's 
face is his fortune, It is not unrea- 
sonable that he will take some 
pride In it and pains over it. 

The persistence with which the 
undaunted disciple of Thespls sur- 
mounts the heartbreaking obstacles 
between himself and his goal sug- 
gests something even more funda- 
mental. The stage is an admirable 
retreat from the problems of Life 
and living into a world of make- 
believe. Also there is prestige to be 
gained for the insecure who can 
make the grade. Some such answer 
must explain the large number of 
blood relatives of the leprechauns 
who are members of the acting pro- 
fession. 

The final point, and to me the 
most significant, is that every act- 
or worth his salt has al some time 
experienced public approval in ils 
tangible form of applause. To evoke 
this demonstration is his profession- 
al aim, and such tricks as will do 
this onstage arc carried over into 
everyday life. Somehow the con- 
firmation of Inner worth is obtain- 
ed from the approval of whatever 
facade is presented. In this en- 
deavour, the actor may be more 
discerning than most, so precar- 
ious is the position of the soul now- 
aday!. / 

It aeema to me that these hut ob- 
servations apply equally well to 
other forms of creative endeavour. 
While there may be earnest seekers 
after truth, as a rule these don't 
have time to write books. The aim, 
by and large, of those who do I 
would seem to be to captivate the ! 
public and so plorlfy themselves. | 
Thus, the reader who has followed 
me so far must not conceive of me 
eoatless and tired, trylnr to fill up 
fifteen Inches of column; he must

U.S.Enrollment 
Hits New Peak 
As Vets Return 

Although a survey conducted by 
the Investors Syndicate, one of the 
largest financial institutions of its 
kind in the United States, reveals 
that 2,315,000 students are attending 
American colleges, this figure rep- 
resents only about two thirds of 
the number seeking admission. The 
survey also reveals that technical 
and military colleges were turning 
away the most students, refusing 
between 50 and 75 per cent of ail 
applicants. 

Of the number who have suc- 
ceeded in entering the colleges 70 
per cent are men and for the first 
time veterans slightly out number 
non-veterans. 

The total enrolment has increased 
slightly more than 55 per cent since 
1939, and while college costs hive 
increased more than 103 per cent 
revenue has gone up 110 per cent 
because of government aid, higher 
tuitions and larger endowments. 

Students' costs have also gone up. 
They are estimated to have risen 
41 per cent. In 1939 the student re- 
quired only $608 dollars a year 
while this year he will need more 
than $806. 

To help the students meet the 
higher expense many jobs are avail- 
able. The number, however, is not 
as large as the demand with only 
71 per cent of the colleges report- 
ing a sufficient number of employ- 
ment opportunities. The average rale 
of pay "was given as 663 cents per 
hour. It is estimated that 32.3 per 
cent of men and 23.1 per cent of 
women hold part-time jobs. 

The prospects for employment at 
graduation arc good. The schools re- 
ported that 98 per cent of the most 
recent male graduates and 90 per 
cent of the women were now set- 
tled In jobs. The estimated starting

salary for men was $2,407 a year 
and for women $2,002. 

The Investors' Syndicate figures 
also indicated a marked trend to- 
ward a more basic education. Many 
of the colleges reported, they had 
added courses to improve the stu- 
dents' knowledge of world affairs 
and social problems. A much small- 
er number stated that they had 
added courses to give more voca 
tional training.

Because of the representative 
character of the group of women 
who have chosen to nominate me 
for the presidency of the Women's 
Union, I accept their support in 
contesting this position as the high- 
est honour and greatest responsibil- 
ity that I could receive as a woman 
student at McGill.

41 With the Women's Union's 
Committee on Organization, arriv- 
ing at some means of making more 
comprehensive use of publicity 
mediums and round-table confer- 
ences to assure greater participa- 
tion in the activities of the wo- 
men's organizations and especially 
in the athletics program. 

5) In cooperation with Dean Gill- 
son, carrying out plans for the com- 
plete redecbration of the Women's 
Common Room in the Arts Build- 
ing with all possible improvements 
being made immediately. 

The position on the Students' ex- 
ecutive Council is of tremendous 
importance, as our president must 
be able to represent the interests of 
the women to that body and assure 
the most effective cooperation be- 
tween the two executive organiza- 
tions on the campus. I am particu- 
larly anxious to see adequate fa- 
cilities for women students includ- 
ed in the original plans for the 
proposed new Union Building. 

Finally I should urge that the 
S.E.C. sponsor the Social Service 
program in conjunction with the 
Women's Union and inaugurate 
specific McGill service projects 
run with the cooperation of all 
students. 

I can assure the women voters 
that I should do my utmost to have 
these proposals put into effect' and 
shall at all times represent their 
interests to the University authori- 
ties, the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil, and within the Union itself to 
the limits of my ability.

the Rt. Hon. Louis St. Laurent's 
address and his replies during the 
question period, some who re- 
marked that he could give substan- 
tial information to a student re- 
porter. Monday afternoon, at the 
Windsor Hotel, Mr. St. Laurent 
granted an exclusive interview to 
the "McGill Dally." Among the 
topics of interest discussed by the 
Canadian dignitary, the U.N. was 
prominent. 

U.N. Discussed 

Canada's recent nomination as 
one of the members on the Security 
Council of the U.N., Mr. St. Laurent 
said, was very favorably received 
by the members of the world or- 
ganization not representing coun- 
tries within the Soviet sphere of in- 
fluence. The Canadian head dele- 
gate also explained that on the first 
occasion, when Australia contested 
the seal with Canada, our country's 
candidacy was withdrawn in order 
lo avoid embarrassing the voting 
representatives. This .decision was 
based, he added, on the fact that 
North America was already repre- 
sented by the U.S. and Mexico, 
whereas the portion of the globe in 
which Australia lies was not ade- 
quately represented. 

The Canadian delegation at Lake 
Success was praised by its chief 
representative for its efficiency. 
"My personal experience at the in- 
terim conference," Mr. St. Laurent 
stated, "has convinced me that 
members of our delegation were 
surpassed by none of those repre- 
senting other countries." 

Diplomatic Careen 

Commenting on the wide Cana- 
dian student interest in internation- 
al affairs, the Cabinet member 
found this "a very laudable inter- 
est, and one evident throughout 
Canadian campuses." Tangible 
proof nf this may be deduced from 
the fact that, at the last- contest for 
entry into the Foreign Affairs ser- 
vice, over 300 candidates applied 
for only 15 available posts. 

Our Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs finds it "advantageous 
that our cultured youth offers its 
services to our Diplomatic Corps 
, . . (which fact) allows us to hope 
that the Department's personnel 
may be increased in quantity with- 
out being diminished in quality." 
Here Before 

Speaking on his visit lo McGill 
as guest of one of the campus clubs, 
the man rumored as prospective 
successor to Mackenzie King re- 
marked that this was not the first 



national nature (the Cabinet mem- 
ber spoke here yesterday on the I 
topic "The Impact of International | 
Events on Canadian Polities' 1 ). In 
1931. when he was president of the 
Canadian Bar Association, he repre- 
tented that organization at the cere- 
monies which marked the confer- ; 
ring of honorary degrees of Doctor 
of Laws upon distinguished visit- 
ors from England and France. The 
occasion was the Congress of the 
Canadian Bar. Mr. St. Laurent had 
been here before then— in 1924, he 
wore the colorful Laval toge at the 
Academic procession that year. 

The first time the present Minis- 
ter of Justice came to McGill, some 
twenty years ago. he attended the 
ceremonies which marked the cen- 
tenary of our university. On that 
occasion he represented Quebec 
City's Laval University. The head 
of the Canadian delegation at the 
U.N. seemed very pleased to have 
an opportunity to speak to a Mc- 
Gill student, and gave affable and 
extensive answers lo all the ques- 
tions which were put to him. 
Student Contacts 

Students active In our Mock Par- 
liamentary sessions may be en- 
couraged to know that our present 
Minister of Justice was a minister 
in the Liberal government of 
Laval's own Mock Parliament, over 
40 years ago. Among the eminent 
members of the opposition parlies 
were the Hon. Albert Scvigny, now 
Chief Justice of the Superior Court 
of the Province of Quebec; and one 
of his colleagues, Mr. Wilfrid Lali- 
bcrtc. 

Mr. St. Laurent did not lose con- 
tact with students when he grad- 
uated from Laval University— he 
was a professor of law there for 
some ten years. "Speaking again 
to a group of young university stu- 
dents." he continued, "reminds me 
of the pleasure I used to derive 
from daily contacts with 'des gens 
qui ne vieillissent jamais'." Mr. St. 
Laurent conducted the entire in- 
terview in French, and it is unfor- 
tunate that translation has to be 
achieved at the sacrifice of ac- 
curacy in rendering the impression 
created by his distinctive person- 
ality. . 

St. Lin Visit 

National unity was mentioned by 
Mr- St. Laurent as he spoke of his 
recent visit to the birth place of 
the late Sir Wilfrid Laurier, now a 
National Historical Museum. The 
ceremony marked the sixtieth an- 
niversary of Sir Wilfrid's election 
to the post of leader of the Lib- 
era] party.
